The president read the following 
statement in a talk to newspapermen : 

“If the Baukbead act is continued 
in effect for another year it is my pur 
pose to.recommend to the congress an 
amendment granting an exemption for 
the full amount of his base production 
to each farmer who has an establish- 


ed base prodaction of net more thant | 


two bales of cotton.” 

‘ The president cited figures showing 
that the parity price for farmers in 
1932 would have been about 13 cents, 
while the actual price for 51-2 cents. 
Today he said the parity price is 
about 15 cents, while the actual price 
is about 121-2 cents. This he regards 


as quite an accomplishment. 


Mr. Roosevelt also asserted that 
when the price was as low as 51-2 

oe cotton, Rather, he repeated, the 

ther words, cheap cotton does not 
mean increased exports and, therefore, 
the reduction of the huge surplus must 
be accomplished by acreage control. 

He believes the existing 10,250,000 
bale surplus can be cut to 8,750,000 
‘bales by next August and that within 
a couple of years the normal surplus 
of 4,000,000 bales. will be reached. 

He warned. however, there was no 
objective to bring about 20 or 25 
cent cotton. Rather, he repeated, the 
objective was to -gire parity for the 
farmers of the south and he feels if 
that parity is brought about more will 
he done for the south than any sin- 
gle thing in the lifetime of the people

GRANTS MAY SPUR 
HOUSING EFFORTS 


Ge May put Up 


Billion To Get Four Bil- 
lions Loaned. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4 -A 


direct government gift of one fifth of 


the cost of building homes for in- 
dividuals: wlio proposed ‘today in high 
administration quarters as a method 
of opening a four-billion-dollar tap of 
private spending. 

The plan called for the use of a 
billion dollars of federal funds in an 


effort to bring four times that amount 
of private capital into construction 
totaling five billion dollars. The gov- 
‘ernment, through leans insured by the 
housing administration, would stimu- 
late * both the desire to borrow and 
lend. 

The program was put forward in 
the effort to find a middle path be- 
tween public and private building op- 
erations. 

There was no immediate official 
comment from either housing or re- 
lief administrations. If such a_ plan 
were adopted, it would be adminis- 
tered by the housing administration, 
but the officials of all emergency 
agencies have been endeavoring to de- 
vise means of getting more persons to 
work and off relief rolls. 

Some have felt the present pro- 
gram of insured loans for housing was 
not enough incentive to building. Bor- 
rowers have been slow to respond. 
One reason ascribed has been that the 
cost of labor and materials for build- 


ing made it cheaper to rent than to 


build. Advocates of the plan said the 
one-fifth of the cost given by the. gov- 
ernment might cause many renters to 
decide it was advantageous to build. 

An example of the way the pro- 
posed. plan would work follows: 

A man owns a $500 lot. He wants 
to build a $5,000 home. The housing 


administration investigates. After its 


approval, the government advances 
20 per cent of the $5,000 or $1,000. 
The owner borrows the remainder 
from a bank or other private lending 
agency, the loan being insured by the 
housing administration. The govern- 
ment gift, however, would not be fig- 
ured into the cost of the house for 
loan. purposes, By adding the value of 
the Jot and $4,000, the borrow would 
be able to obtain an insured loan of 
SO per cent af 84.500, or 53,600. He 
would be required to put up ‘the re- 
maining $400. 

The plan was regarded as a pos- 
sible alternative to.a program with 


the government spending several bil- 


lion dollars in direct construction. 

There was a definite feeling among 
most of the cabinet members, how- 
ever, that a certain field of low-cost 
housing exists in which the govern- 
ment should enter because. theoretical- 
ly private capital cannot provide suf- 
ficiently. low-priced homes for rental 
to persons with small wages.

The student called it a bur- 
lesque but declared that the ridiculous 
had been saved a serious turn by fore- 
sight of Coach Biff Jones, who re- 
fused to let Mickal take the senate 
seat, and by the levelheadedness of 
Abe Mickal himself. 


Practically the entire staff of the 
Reveille resigned after the censor had 
been stationed at the print shop and 
the paper was suspended temporarily, 
but resumed publication today with 
the removal of Cutrer as editor-in- 
chief and the appointment of Miss 
Grace Williamson, of New Orleans, 
at its head. 

She said editorially that the stu 
dents’ demand for freedom of the press 
must be met by “complete responsi- 
bility.” 

During the censorship controversy 
Dr. Smith suspended 26 students of 
the school of journalism for “gross 
disrespect” in their petition of pro- 
test against freedom of the college 
press, but 22 of the students were re- 
instated upon making proper apology 
to the college head. 

Four Students Dismissed, 

Four students, among them Mc- 
Guire, were dismissed, or “indefinite- 
ly suspended,” President Smith an- 
nounced. 

Today Dr. Guy. E. Snavely, of Bir- 
mingham, secretary of the Southern 
Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools, announced that the executive 
committee of the association would in- 
vestigate charges filed by “prominent 
Baton Rouge citizens” that Senator 
Huey Long “is running Louisiana 
State University.” 

McGuire in closing his affidavit 
challenged the statement of Senator 
Long that he had never censored any- 
thing or attempted to censor anything 
at Louisiana State. 

“Acting entirely on my own voll- 
tion,” said McGuire, “and with my 
only purpose to give the lie to Huey 
Long’s statement and those of certain 
university officials that the Reveille 
was not censored, I submit the facts 
as I know them to be.

The ruling holds that government 
has certain obligations to the peo- 
ple to preserve itself in adequate 
strength to maintain peace and 
order,” and that every citizen

ties and colleges is to better fit 


them for service in the defense of 
their government. It does not

An Eagle Scout who has entered 
college asks about the ethics of the 
following case: Man, slightly intoxi- 
cated, is knocked down and cut his 
head on the corner of a step. The 
cut bleeds freely hut not enough to 
cause immediate damage. The ques- 
tion is. what should one do in the 
way of first aid in such circumstance 


come or try to stop bleeding, disinfect 
the wound, etc? 

The family physician, to whom the 
Eagle Scout submits the question, 
turns it ever to me, but submits along 
with it the conclusions reached by the 
Eagle Scout and himself as to the 
proper first aid procedure in that and 
many similar cases. This is what they 
conclude : 

First aid should be limited to— 

1. Call a doctor. 

2. Apply compression to stop bleed- 


ing. 

5 Disinfect minor wounds with 
jodin. ; 
4. Apply artificial respiration in 
cases of asphyxia from gas, drowning, 
electric shock. 

5. Make the patient as comfortable 
as possible. : 

Compression, that is, holding a fold 
of clean gauze or a folded freshly 
ironed handkerchief upon the bleeding 
place. is simple and effective in almost 


it is silly for instructors to pretend 
to teach laymen how to apple a tour- 
niquet to control bleeding from this 
or that artery. Simple .éompression 
of the bleeding point or wound is 
sufficient for the first Aid attendant 


to attempt.

Penalty Fixed by Jury 
Ignored by Judge Here 


The right of juries to fix penalties 
was challenged Tuesday by Judge C. 
W. Worrill, of Cuthbert, as an unwise 
law, and its abolition by the next 
general assembly was called for. 

Judge Worrill criticized the Georgia 
law by which juries are given the right 
to fix minimum and maximum terms, 
in passing sentence upon M. M. 
Murchison, former 10-cent store man- 
ager, who was found guilty by a Ful- 
ton superior court jury of embezzling 
$148 from his employers. 

The jury fixed the term of service 
at from 2 to 3 years and recom- 
mended that it be treated as a mis- 
demeanor, but the court refused to 
abide by the recommendation and im- 
posed the full term as fixed. 

Judge Worrill pointed out that the 
jury has no means of knowing a de- 
fendant’s past record and gave that 
as his principal reason for favoring a 
change in the system. He cited the 
Murchison case as an instant example, 
it having been shown to the court 
after the jury’s verdict was returned 
that the man had been convicted twice 
in Ohio, which fact was not known 
to the jury when they fixed his term.

The annual tournament was inaugu- 
rated in Atlanta in 1921 ‘under the 
auspices of the Southern Intercol- 
legiate Athletic Association. Three 
years later the Southern conference 
was formed and that group sponsored 
the event until last winter, when it 
was taken over by the newly organ- 
ized Southeastern conference. 

From the beginning the annual 
tournament was a pronounced success, 
drawing hundreds of basketball fans 
to Atlanta to follow their respective 
teams throughout the meet, charac 
terized year after year by keen compe- 
tition and clean sportsmanshhip among 
rival entries. 

TOURNEYS ABANDONED. 

At the annual meeting of the South- 
eastern group last winter a decision 
was reached to abolish all tourna- 
ments, including the basketball event 
after the 1934 program. Among rea- 
sons given for the move were that it 
was a financial loss; that it kept the 
players from their classes too long; 
that it was not a fair method of de- 
termining the conference basketball 
champion in that a team with a poor 
record might beat out superior teams 
in the short series, and that some of 
the coaches wanted it abolished. 

Since that action was taken there 
has been considerable clamor within 
the conference that the tournament 
be reinstated. The annual Southeast- 
ern convention is scheduled for Feb- 
ruary 8 and 9 in Nashville and unless 
an amendment is passed there will be 
no tournament in 1935. It is generally 
agreed that the question will 
brought up for discussion. 

There is some sentiment among the 
coaches for reinstating the golf and 
tennis tournaments as well as that 
for the basketball teams. 

FINANCIAL LOSS. 

Last. March, the first tournament 
held by the Southeastern conference 
was not a financial success, due prob- 
ably to the fact that fewer teams 
participated. Before this group with- 
drew from the Southern conference 
the representatives for the event were 
selected from 23 schools, whereas the 
Southeastern is composed of only 13 
members. The University of Alabama 
won the 1934 tournament, defeatine 
Florida in the final round.
